The brig Trio arrived at this port yefterday 
in 47 days from Greenock. 
She brings 
Glafgow papers to the 29th March, and 
. London to the 26th, a file of which is re­ 
ceived at the Office of the Mercantile 
Advertifer. 
No political event of mo­ 
ment had taken place in Europe at the 
date of our lail accounts. 


On thé 21 ft March, the report of a Comr 
mittce of the Iriflï Houfe of Commons on 
the Union was brought up, and the refo- 
lutions agreed to without a divifion. 
Private letters fiom Germany, as well as 
public accounts, all agree in rcprefcntirg 
the anfwer given by the Court of Vienna 
to the overtures of Buonaparte as con­ 
formable in every refpeil to that which 
%vas returned by the Britifli miniflry.— 
It appears that on the fame day oii which 
a feparate 
peace was propofed to the 
King of England, a fimilar propofal was 
made to the Emj»eror of Germany.

tences. 


The Turks have liilcned to the propofals 
made by Gen. Kleber to the Grand V i ­ 
zier.
